A piece of Douglas flr, 1*» feet long 
and It! by 8 Inches in cross section, 
st<x»d a premure of HS.4A0 i*otinds be 
fore breaking at the test eonddcted in 
the engineering laboratory of the Vni- 
vcrslty of Washington by C. W . Zlm- 
mermann of the United states for**st 
service. 
The experiment was n demonstration 
of the standard used by the forest serv 
Ice in testing bridge spans. The beam 
was held by a fifteen foot support, and 
the load 
was concentrated 
at two 
points tlve feet from ench end of tin* 
beam. 
As pressure was applied the 
hentu continued to bend until the point 
of maximum deflection wns reached. 
Measurements were then taken, and it 
was found that the ben in bad bent ->5 
Inches under the pressure of 50,000 
pounds. 
This occurred two minutes 
after the test started. 
Right 
minutes 
later, 
nfter 38,400 
pounds of nddltlonal weight had been 
added, the beam broke. 
During this 
time there was no further deflection of 
the piece. 
Mr. Ziinmermnnn explained 
that the small filters of the wood were 
continually giving way under the pres 
sure, and at the end of eight minutes 
the beam, sufficiently weakened, snap­ 
ped suddenly.

First Sleeping Cars. 


The llrst sleeping cuts ever designed 
were used oil the Cumberland Valley 
railroad 
between 
H arrisburg 
and 
Cbambersburg. Pa. 
They were built 
in the year lsds and ran for several 
years. 
One end of the car was ar 
tanged hi the ordinary w ay, with day 
seats; the other end w as fitted up with 
eighteen sleeping berths for the night, 
which were changed for the day's run 
ulng so as Jb> make omnibus seats on 
each side of the ear. There were three 
lengths of berths and three tiers on 
each side. The top tier of berths hoist 
ed on a hinge and was secured by rope 
supports to tin* celling o f the ear. 
The 
middle tier eousisted of the bn U of the 
omnibus sent, hinged and supported in 
the same manner. 
The lower tier was 
the day sent along the side of the ear 
There was no charge for sleeping ac 
gommodations.
